A QUESTION OF INTEREST / 

n^HE convention of the UFA. 

delegates which whs recently 
terminated at Lethbridge has been 
greatly productive of showing, in 
no unoerlaiu way, the trend of the 
farmiuc thought tu Alberta., Ou 
almost every question, tbe opiuiou 
of tbe gathering was uuammouB. 
Exceptions happemug to become 
evident by tbeir isolation, were 
alluded to as heroic, aud pass* d 
over. Tbe elevator question, with 
objections from Mr Sorensen, 
were settled unanimously, tbe 
present system being aooepted as 
the better of twb methods 

Tbe pork packing plaut, with 
the half dozeu resolutions relating 
thereto, oauie up for much dis 
cussiou, aud tbe oouveution 
instructed the executive committee 
to get at least one plaut iuto 
operation during the coming year. 
Mr W F 8ievens, provincial live 
stock commissioner, addressed tbe 
oouveution ou this subject, with a 
view to explaiuiug the poiuls of 
i he d-operative system of i>ork 
packing plants which the goveru- 
meut is willing to finance when it 
is shoteu that tbe farmers are iu 
a position to furnish the raw 
material consistent with the 
profitable working of such oonoerus 
What the farmers have to do is to 
pledge themselves to supply 50,000 
hogs annually to keep the plaut 
working. If at any time, the 
amouut of support warrants 
additional buildings, they will be 
carried out, but Mr SteveDS made 
it clear that tbe government could 
not uudertake to commence re¬ 
sponsibilities in regard to packing 
plants uutil the farmer was folly 
prepared to assume bis. 

Mr Stevens remarks auent this 
project were on a oom (nonsense 
basis, apart from their being, iu 
any way, official, aud a speaker 
who will put tbe pro and oon of a 
proposition before an audience' 
who are unanimously for the 
argument, is, we think, doing 
some servioe. Unfortunately, 
many speakers, placed in a similar 
position, would evade the strict 
logic of a case, keeping in view tbe 
inclination of his hearers, aud 
having regard to the personal gaiu 
that would aoorue, politically to 
himself or bis party. 

In approaching the question of 
suoh subjects as that of a packing 
plant the farmers would ask them¬ 
selves as to whether the scheme 
would be benefioial to themselves. 
The answer would be, as it should 
be, in the affirmative, bnt the 
willingness of a section of a 
community to embrace a scheme 
does not necessarily signify that 
that oommumty is in a position to 
handle it. There are va r t o a s 
considerations, other than those of 
the farmers willingness, to be 
taken into account, and until sat¬ 
isfactory replies can be given them, 
a waiting polioy is the only one. 

The co-operative system for the 
dispensing of farm produce is 
inevitable in this oonntry until it 
can be shown that the interests 
dealing with the farmer are doing 
soon a just and eqnitable basis, 
and the only way to bring these 
interests on to a normal level 
attainable by the farmer is to enter 
into competition with them. 

But the attempt at competition 
is useless until the farmers are 
| decided among themselves that the 
i necessary report oan be given to 
the competitive venture. The 
I packing plant idea is "fin instanoe 
| of this kind. All are agreed that 


Tbe strength of tbe force on 
September 30ib, was 55 officers, 
308 non-commissioned officers and 
ooustables, and 572 horses. Of 
this force the province of Alberta 
has one assistant commiskioner, 
5 superintendents, 11 iuspecore, 
i surgeon, IU Bluff sergeants, 24 
sergeauts, 31 corporals, 162 con¬ 
stables, 39 special oon stab lea, 
making a total of 290 men. Of 
horses there are 256, aud 13 dogs. 

In comparison with last year, 
the strength of Alberta has in¬ 
creased by 38. Tne strength in 
Saskatchewan, 390 men, an in¬ 
crease of 55 over the previous 
year, is the greatest beoause tbe 
headquarters aud depot are at 
Regiuti, aud therefore all the ad- 
miustratiug staff aud recruits 
uuder trauiiug are included 
There are 11 divisional poiuls and 
211 detachments, and of these, 
5 divisional poiuls auJ 95 detach¬ 
ments are in Alberta. There is a 
general increase of 26 detachments 
over last year, aud the. report says 
that the substantial iuorease of 
strength authorized last year, has 
placed tbe force in a mooli better 
position to meet the reasonable 
demands that are made opou it. 

Three new detachments were 
established on the route to the 
Cbesaua gold-fields, iu Alaska, 
which pass through Cauadiau 
territory. Two delachmeuis were 
opened at Foil Simpsou aud Fort 
Resolution, ou the MacKeuzie 
river iu the Northwest Territories. 
Outposts were also established at 
Fort McMurray, Duuvegau aud 
Lake Saskatoon iu the Peace 
River district, and at Port Nelson 
on Hudson Bay. 

Convictions for the period 
covered by the report numbered 
12,985, 1550 more than the 
previous year. Crimes of violeuoe 
are ou the increase, but with the 
varied and floating population 
suoh as there is iu Canada, there 
is bound to be an exoess of crime 
as compared with older countries.

The manager of one Seattle firm 
told me that hia company bad 
taken 170 carloads of hogs and 
cattle out of Calgary in the last 
couple of months. This firm could 
handle as many as 30 oars of hogs 
per week if they were available. 
^^."The greatest obstacle in the 
^May of livestock trade in Alberta, 
these companies olaim, is (he 
excessive freight rate on hogs and 
livestock from Calgary to Seattle 
The rate from this city at the 
present time to the American 
metropolis is as great as the rate 
from South Dakota to Seattle, al¬ 
though the distance from Calgary 
to Seattle is not nearly as great. 

“The rate from Calgary to 
8umas, a point in British Col¬ 
umbia on the international 
boundary, is 49 oenta per hundred¬ 
weight, and from Sumas to Seattle 
it is $46 80 per oar. This, it may 
be seen, totals up to a considerable 
amount. 

“Comparing , these rates with 
others there seems to be a marked 
discrimination which results in 
the loss of millions of dollars to 
the Alberta farmer annually. For 
instance, the rate from Calgary to 
Wronipeg is only 45 oents per 
hundredweight, although Winni¬ 
peg is about 200 miles farther 
than Sumas. 

“However, representatives of 
these different paoking conoerns 
have approached the railway 
companies with a view to obtain¬ 
ing a better rate from Alberta, 
and it is probable that they will 
be successful in their efforts to 
secure it. 

“These different pork paoking 
companies are greatly interested 
in the stockyards proposition here, 
and they have asked me to keep 
them informed on all developments 
wbioh take place. With good 
■hipping facilities at Calgary, 
these firms are confident that a 
big trade in livestock in this 
province will be worked up. They 
would sooner get their hogs from 
Alberta than from South Dakota 
as, since the distanoe is shorter, 
the bogs arrive in better condition.”

Leading Giain Grower Admlte imprac¬ 
ticability of Free Trade at Preaent 


Manufacturers Take up a Worthy 
Cauee—Excessive Waete In Can¬ 
ada From Fire 


The controversy between the editor 
of the “Grain Growers' Ouldfe" In Win 
nlpeg and- Mr. F. W. Green, secretary 
of the Saskatchewan Grutn Growers' 
Association, ami one of the most prom 
lnent men In the Grain Growers' move¬ 
ment, continues. In the "Guide" of 
recent date appears a lengthy con 
muntcatlon from Mr. Green In answer - 
to some charges that have been ntade 
against him. The following Is an 
Interesting paragraph from his letter: 

“On Fre,p Trade, ‘Nothing defi¬ 
nite' Is the charge. Wrong again. 

I am in favor of Free Trade ab¬ 
solutely, as Indicated above, but 
admit It hardly possible at the 
present time. 1 am not In favoir • 
of a quack agreement fixed up to 
oppose my own country or. class. 
Not In favor of free trade for my 
rival while I and my fellow far¬ 
mers are to be bound Not in 
favor of an agreement binding me 
to keep out of my rival’s garden 
while he, forsooth, Is permitted un¬ 
limited range In mine. Be be be¬ 
low the average workman, near 
home, or from abroad, or their 
employers." 

In commenting on Mr. Green’s let¬ 
ter the editor of the ‘Guide” makes 
no reference to the feasibility of free 
trade at the present time. 


The Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso¬ 
ciation Is contimilnfc its propaganda 
tor fire prevention which was organ¬ 
ised a few months ago; The following 
timely paragraph Is circulated by the 
Secretary. of the new movement. 
“It Is an open question whether 
the careless tool* or the deliber¬ 
ate criminal does more damage 
by fire. Advantage seems to lie 
with the fool, because he Is every¬ 
where gladly bringing down destruc¬ 
tion. while the fire bug must go about 
his deadly work stealthily, at weird 
hours and In awkward places. Chief 
among the fools who carelessly causes 
fires Is the moker. His biasing match 
Is cast down still alight. His cigar¬ 
ette end falls Into piles of paper or 
shavings. The burning ashes of his 
trusty pipe descend gently Into oil 
vats and barrels of powder. If the 
fool destroyed only himself, the world 
could bear bis actions philosophically, 
but he usually escapes while better 
men perish. In England great wealth 
was accumulated by a man who was 
shrewd enough to locate small tobacco 
stores opposite factory entrances, but 
his fortune represented the Iobb of 
many fortunes by his brother manu¬ 
facturers. One would think that the 
smoker would hesitate to light his 
weed In the neighborhood of explosive 
liquids, but a recent report of the 
National Fire Protection -Association 
of the United States shows that, out 
of 1,000 fires occurring In places where 
bensol, gasoline and naphtha were 
stored, 30 were caused by the smoker 
and 13S by matches, the smoker’s 
friends. Smoking should be absolutely 
prohibited In or about every Canadian 
factory, and employes vreaklng this 
rule should be dismissed. If the rule 
became national, manufacturers could 
Inform each other of these dismissals 
and could refuse employmon’ to per¬ 
sistent offenders. If It were enforced 
there would be fewer fires, better work 
would be done, and the smoker would 
enjoy his weed more keenly in the 
evening, after a day’s self-denial.”

In the fiscal year of 1911 Canada 
Imported about 6,500,000 pounds of 
wool, while her exports amounted to 
approximately 1,200,000 pounds, ac¬ 
cording to the report of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. This shows that 
we are Importing about 5,900,000 more 
pounds of wool than we export, and 
when to - this Is added the 11,000,000 
pounds of wool which is produced In 
Canada, some idea Is formed of the 
great Importance of the manufacture 
of woollen goods In Canada. 

Doubtless there will always be some 
grades of wool whtch our woollen 
manufacturers must import. Just as 
In a great sheep country like the 
United States, with a duty on raw 
wool, manufacturer^ have Jto Import 
certain grades which cannot be grown 
In that country. Every farmer should 
secure a copy of the report of the 
Sheep Commission, which Is now avail¬ 
able at the Department of Agriculture 
at Ottawa. It shows the backward 
oondltion of the sheep Industry of 
Canada at present, and Indicates the 
profits that are to* be made in raising 
sheep for meat and for wool. If 
Canada's trade policy Is maintained, 
and the British Preference is not in¬ 
creased, there is bound to be an In¬ 
crease In the demand tor wool from 
Canadian manufacturers, who, even 
under present conditions, obtain part 
of their requirements of Canadian wool.

He found ev¬ 
erywhere that farmers were well 
satisfied, and without a single ex¬ 
ception spoke highly of the benefits 
that had been received from having 
the elevator in operation. He 
thought the farmers would be very 
foolish if they did not take advan¬ 
tage of the financial assistance now 
offered by the government to enable 
them to get an elevator run' by 
themselves and in their own 
interests. 

R. K. Peck, organizer for the 
company, referred to the criticism 
of the company by one of the Cal¬ 
gary newspapers and to the minor¬ 
ity report of the Elevator Commit¬ 
tee which was presented to the U. 
F. A. convention. He said that 
after all the efforts of the opposition

The Porcelain 
Tower 


How Jhe British Soldiers Fare Seek¬ 
ing Fresh Fields. 

Wbat next? That la tbe problem 
which confronts the man who la 
about to leave tbe British military or 
naval- *ettaice,.And he flnda It by no 
means easy of solution. Work of 
some kind he 'must obtain. First 
question: Wbat kind Is going? Se¬ 
cond: Where Is It to be obtained? 

It used to be no easy matter for a 
man who bad for years been used t > 
tbe routine of a soldier's life and was 
getting on In years to fit himself into 
a place hi which be could earn enough 
to live, on In comfort. Nowadays, 
bo- rver, things are different, and 
many occupations are open to him. 

The principal field for ex-soldiers 
and sailors Is tho Civil Service, many 
appointments in which are now spe¬ 
cially reserved for them. Numerous 
vacancies of what are officially styled 
the ‘'messenger class" —housekeeper, 
office-keeper, 'etc.—are tilled from 
the ranks of time-expired men, who 
are likewise eligible for such posi¬ 
tions as postmen, telegraphist, clerk, 
assistant storekeeper, prison warder, 
etc-. 

For any of such po-ts a candidate 
must hive an exemplary character. 
In general, also, he Is required to 
passi an examination, which Is usual¬ 
ly simple and non-competitive. But 
army reserve men and discharged sol¬ 
diers who possess an army second- 
class certificate of education are elig¬ 
ible for Bono appointments without 
examination.- — 

An Important concession Is made In 
favor of all ex-soldl- r s and sailors. 
Service may be deducted from tbe 
actual age. If, for instance, a man Is, 
by the Irrefutable evidence of bis 
papers forty years old, he may, by 
knocking off tbe number of years he 
has spent'In the arnjy or navy, bring 
himself well within the usual age lim¬ 
its (21—35) for the “messenger 
class.” 

To obtain a position In a Govern* 
ment department, application should 
be made to the secretary to the Civil 
Service Commission, Burlington Gar¬ 
dens, W. A register Is kept of can¬ 
didates’ names, and from this vacan¬ 
cies are filled up as they occur. 

But, though the civil service Is the 
largest field open to time-expired 
men, there are many positions out¬ 
side It for which they are preferred, 
some of them of an unobvlous char¬ 
acter. 

Ex-soldlers are frequently selected 
as Instructors In drill and gymnastics, 
R.S.P.C.A. (Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals) In¬ 
spectors, school-attendance officers, 
etc. Those appointed as gymnastic 
Instructors under such oodles as tbe 
London County Council must hold tbe 
first-class certificate for “physical 
training of the Royal Military Gym¬ 
nasium, Aldershot; but no such quali¬ 
fication Is required for the post of 
assistant Instructor; though, ’ of 
course, a candidate must satisfy a 
council that he Is competent to assist 
the Instructor. 

In the case of R.S.P.C.A. Inspec¬ 
torships, ex-soldiers are liked on 
grounds of character and discipline, 
and educational “bodies regard them 
with favor because they are used to 
filling up forms! 

Old bluejackets are In demand for 
certain work owing to their well-de¬ 
served reputation for “handiness.” A 
curious proof of this Is that certain 
cinematograph firms have recently 
appointed some of them to their staffs 
for tbe purpose of dealing with tbe 
many difficulties which crop up In the 
preparation of plays for filming. All 
manner of contrivances arc wanted, 
and experience has shown that ta-ln- 
ventlng and making them, the ex- 
satlor la second to none.

Tbo magnificence or simplicity of tbe 
ceremony depends, of course, on the" 
worldly position of the bride and bride¬ 
groom, though certainly tile present 
dny tendency Is toward a rather dls- 
proportlouato display, as every, year 
presents become more numerous and 
costly, tbe bride’s trousseau ino-e elab¬ 
orate, while Immense sums Are expend¬ 
ed on decorations, catering and suck 
like items. , 

Tho popular fasblon of white satin 
and orange blossoms for tho bride’s 
attire still bolds Its own, though tucre 
nro occasional InnovnUons made such 
as the wearing of gold or silver bro¬ 
cade and touches of color on the train, 
wbllo quite -recently, Instead of the 
usual white bouquet or sheaf of lilies, 
tbo bride carried a great bunch of 
crimson roses. 

For winter weddings muffs of fur, 
lace and chiffon have replaced the 
flowers, or sometimes a prayer book 
bound In white and silver. 

The Invitations are sent out a full 1 
three or four weeks beforehand In the 
name of the bride’s parents, the bride¬ 
groom supplying a list of those of hta 
own friends whom be wishes Invited. 

As regards tbe bouquets, those ol 
the bride, bridesmaids and bride’* 
mother are supplied by the bridegroom, 
who also pays all feea connected with 
tbe ceremony. 

Tbe cost of tbe reception and the 
carriages for taking tbe bride and 
guests to church are provided by th* 
bride’s parents, but tbe bridegroom 
pays for tbe carriage or motorcar to 
the station after the reception. 

At one time It was considered incor¬ 
rect for a widow to be followed by 
bridesmaids on tbe occasion of her sec¬ 
ond marriage, but this rule is often 
broken. Sometimes, however, the cus¬ 
tom of a “matron of honor" la followed 
instead. 

Tbo number of bridesmaids varies 
considerably, four to six being most 
usual, but two, ten or twelve, or In 
tbelr place several small children, are 
often seen. 

Tbe chief bridesmaid holds tbe 
bride's bonquet and gloves during the 
service, and all the Jirldpsmalds and 
-the parents on both sides follow to th* 
vestry for the signing of the register.

Must Be Moved. 

The statu? of King Charles I. that 
stands between the Strand and the 
Admiralty Arch in London will soon 
have to be moved. This Is the result 
of a bill that Is being Introduced Into 
Parliament for widening the approach 
to the Mall. 

This historic monument Is not only 
the finest equestrian statue In Lon¬ 
don, but for generations It bas been 
tbe rallying ground for those who 
stl 1 cherish a fondness for “lost 
causes and forsaken beliefs and Im¬ 
possible loyalties.” Every January 15 
It Is green with garlands—the votive 
offerings of enthusiasts who have not 
forgotten to reverence the memory of 
the "White King.” 

The monument was cast to 1633, 
but before It could be erected the 
civil war had broken out. It was 
then disposed o * as “scrap” to a bra¬ 
zier o* the name of Rivet. For many 
yea-s Rivet did a thriving tradi In 
“relics” fr-m the statue, and the 
number of knives and forks with 
bronze handles which he pretended 
were manufactured from the effigy 
were legion. 

Rivet, however, was a good man of 
business, and all the while the statue 
remained Intact In Ills back yard at 
Holborn. After the Restoration It re¬ 
appeared. to tho surprise of many, 
and In 1674 was set up on the site of 
the old Charing Crois, where It has 
since remained.

Du'ies—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain -on 
ditions A habitable bouse is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. ~ 

In certain districts a homestead <r in 
good standing rnav pre-empt a qu trier 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi¬ 
dence in each of six years fro a date of 
d^oroestead entry (including the time re¬ 
quired to earn.homestead patent) and 
W acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent.

, Of MIXED FARMM6 

Wh*r« tn« City Com** in an th* Quae 
tian af a Wider Market Far 
Thla Produce 

The diversified products of mlxad 
farm lag. suck as dairy supplies, poul¬ 
try. eggs, vegetables, stc., are perish¬ 
able to a much greater extent 'thaa 
the products of grain farming. Tha 
Question naturally arises, therefore 
Where will the products of the mixed 
farm of the Weet be sold? The maa- 
ke* must he near at hand to get tha 
best results, as many of the products 
of the diversified farmer cannot he 
shipped to advantage oper long dis¬ 
tances. The Saskatchewan. Farmer 
call attention to the marke- problem 
in. Its August issue. It emphaslsea^ / '|g t 
fact that production must not be al¬ 
lowed to get too far ahead of market- • 
ing facilities. To quote the Saskatche¬ 
wan farmer; “Forty fanners mixed, 
tributary to a village with a popula¬ 
tion of 500 cannot find a home market 
j for all the butter, eggs, potatoes, and 
vegetables that they could readily pro¬ 
duce. If 60 per cent, of the farmers 
in Saskatchewan engaged in mixed 
farming they would soon glut the mar¬ 
kets of every city, town and village 
In Saskatchewan. It Is quite evident 
that the tide of mixed farming Is ris¬ 
ing. Not only are many fanners pro¬ 
ducing for sale other products than 
grain, but a large number are now 
I supplying their own wants li the way 
of butter, eggs, meat and vegetablea. 
Those who are doing so are very ma¬ 
terially reducing the cost of their liv¬ 
ing. The question la: Are we prepsr- 
j ing for a full tide of'production ol 
mixed farming products? 

The development of manufacturing 
centres throughout the Prairie Provin¬ 
ces will provide the best hind of mar- 
ket for the products of the new mixed^ 
farms. It is well that attention 
| being directed to marketing facilities 
this early In the development of mixed 
! farming. Efforts should be made to 
have the products of the farm reach 
the toiler in the new Western factory 
by the most direct route and in the 
shortest time. Eliminate the middle¬ 
man should be the slogan of the mixed 
farmer and his urban customer. 

Factory growth in the West will be 
more rapid than ever in the next ten 
j years under the present trade policy.

PROTECTIVE DUTY 
NOT STEEl BOUNTY 

1 A Wise Policy for the West Is to 
8trive to Become Great in 
Manufacturing - 

Discussing the convention ot the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association 
At Halifax, the Toronto Stay quotes 
The Halifax Herald as follows:— 

“One of the readjustments required, 
according to the views el the presi¬ 
dent of the association, Is In the 
woolen schedules. As he very proper¬ 
ly Intimated, In anNagrtcuItural coun¬ 
try, such as this, there should be k.*» 
great woolen industry, providing a 
i horfie- market for a great wool-raising 
lndustrK^^Thet-we have not such a 
great wool-raising industry is well 
; known, and It is scarcely likely that 
! we ever will have, unless the tariff 
Is so readjusted as to stimulate and 
julld up a great woolen Industry pro¬ 
viding a profitable home market for 
wool. The other schedule that Presi¬ 
dent Gourl&y mentioned as needing re¬ 
adjustment was that covering the basis 
1 industries of iron and steel. This 
\ view will, we believe, meet with 
general approval. The bounty sys- 
■ tem Berved a’ useful purpose for a • 
time, but that is of the past and — 
should not, we think, be revived. 

We never could feel quite In favor 
i of a bounty system Instead of a pro¬ 
tective tariff. But an adequate pro 
tectlve tariff our iron and steel in¬ 
dustry certainly should have. As 11 
Is at present, there are\llnes ot lros 
and steel manufactures/ which have 
no protection whatever against the 
producers of the United States. Toe 
ynuch concession to any free tradf 
clamor that may be In the West 
Bhould not be made. If the West li 
wise It will strive to become a manu¬ 
facturing country at the earliest poo 
Bible date, and to that vitally Impor¬ 
tant end the maintenance of the Na¬ 
tional Policy of moderate protection 
Is Just as essential for the West as 
for the East.” 

It Is sometimes represented that 
the people ot the Maritime Provinces 
are a unit in favor of lower tariff 
and ultimate free trade. Apparently 
there are still some of the paper*; ' 
and presumably some of their Feeders 'ff 
who realise the advantages that' the 
whole community derives through en¬ 
couragement by a reasonable trade 
policy for manufacturing Industries. .
